i-ir.  Chainnan,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  our  town’s  popiilation  for  mid-1969 
was  6,720,  an  increase  of  110  on  the  estimate  for  1968,  The  birth  rate  for 
the  year  was  19.0  (20.3  corrected)  and  the  death  rate  11.6  (10.3  corrected). 
Both  the  high  birth  rate  and  the  low  death  rate  may  be  due  to  the  relative 
youth  of  migrants  into  the  town.  Alternatively  the  high  birth  rate  might 
indicate  that  the  true  population  is  somewhat  larger  than  that  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  the  neonatal  mortality 
rate  and  the  perinatal  mortality  rates  which  are  based  on  numbers  of  births 
are  not  affected  by  errors  in  estimating  population.  They  are  all  liiglier  tlian 
we  would  wish.  Two  of  the  4 infant  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity,  one  to  a 
gastro-intestinal  infection,  and  one  to  congenital  malformation.  All  died  in 
hospital . 

The  apparent  excess  of  accidental  deaths  of  relatively  young  people  is 
due  to  the  inclusion  of  the  three  members  of  the  crew  who  died  when  a German 
cargo  ship  caught  fire  while  berthed  at  tlie  A.C.C.  jetty.  These  men  were 
Germans,  and  not  normally  resident  in  Barton.  Their  inclusion  inflates  tlie 
town’s  death  ratei  had  they  been  British  their  deaths  would  have  been 
"transferred”  to  their  area  of  residence. 

Apart  from  accident,  tlie  main  causes  of  death  in  young  adults  were 
cardiovascular  disease,  cancer  and  bronchitis. 

Total  deaths  in  1969  fell  to  78  compared  with  86  in  1968.  If  the  three 
German  seamen  are  omitted  tlie  total  becomes  75.  For  the  second  consecutive 
year  we  had  an  unusually  high  incidence  of  deaths  from  respiratory  disease, 
predominantly  chronic  bronchitis.  Only  one  death  was  attributed  by  the 
certifying  doctor  to  the  influenza  epideinic,  but  it  is  possible  that  this 
infection  may  have  precipitated  the  deaths  of  a few  of  the  chronic  broncliitics 
who  died  in  the  winter  months.  Chronic  bronchitis  itself  is  closely  related 
to  exposure  to  air  pollution  and  to  cigarette  smold.ng,  and  a high  death  rate 
from  tliis  largely  preventible  cause  is  disturbing.  In  1969  nine  deatlis  were 
attributed  to  chronic  bronchitis  whereas  in  the  past  tlie  number  has  usually 
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been  less  than  four.  On  tlie  brighter  side  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  reduced 
death  rate  from  cancer  as  compared  vdtli  previous  years.  Although  wide 
fluctuations  from  one  year  to  another  may  occur  by  chance  in  a small  population, 
trends  which  recur  over  several  consecutive  years  are  more  reliable  indices. 
Wliereas  we  used  to  have  one  or  two  deaths  each  year  from  cancer  of  the  cervix 
(neck  of  womb)  there  has  been  no  death  from  this  cause  for  the  past  three 
years.  As  you  v/ill  be  aware  the  County  Coimcil  has  been  running  special 
Cervical  Cytology  clinics  twice  per  month  in  the  town  for  the  past  few  years. 

At  these  clinics  a simple  escamination  is  carried  out  and  some  material  from 
the  neck  of  tlie  womb  is  smeared  onto  a glass  slide  and  sent  for  microscopic 
examination.  By  means  of  these  tests  the  early  signs  of  malignant  change  can 
be  found  before  the  condition  has  become  invasive.  At  tliis  stage  complete 
cure  can  be  achieved  by  means  of  a relatively  minor  and  simple  operation.  It 
is  possible  that  if  every  woman  in  an  area  attended  such  clinics  regularly 
deatlis  from  cancer  of  tlie  cervix  could  become  extremel3»-  rare.  It  is  too  early 
to  assess  whetlier  these  clinics  may  have  contributed  to  our  recent  freedom 
from  deaths  from  cervical  cancer.  Although  a large  number  of  women  attended 
during  the  early  years  of  the  scheme,  and  a number  of  ^^romen  vatli  disease  of 
the  cervix  were  referred  to  the  hospital  for  treatment,  there  are  still  many 
women  who  have  not  availed  themselves  of  this  service,  and  attendance  at  the 
clinic  has  fallen  off  in  recent  years.  It  is  only  by  having  regular  retests 
that  safety  can  be  assured,  and  a single  exaiiiination  is  not  sufficient.  The 
disease  process  can  start  off  at  any  time,  and  unless  detected  at  an  early 
stage  by  cytology  it  will  not  be  found  until  symptoms  have  appeared.  By  this 
time  the  disease  is  often  so  advanced  that  treatment  may  be  unsuccessful.  The 
women  who  are  at  greatest  risk  are  those  who  have  had  the  most  pregnancies,  and 
they  seem  to  be  the  most  reluctant  to  malce  use  of  tlie  service.  Unless  multiparous 
women  can  be  persuaded  to  have  periodic  checks,  tlierefore,  it  is  unlilcely  that 
our  recent  good  record  of  freedom  from  deatlis  from  cervical  cancer  will  continue. 

The  marked  drop  in  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during  1969  was 
due  largely  to  the  virtual  disappearance  of  measles  since  the  introduction  of 
measles  vaccination.  The  town  was  also  unusually  free  from  dysentery.  Infectious 
jaundice  (hepatitis)  was  tlie  most  prevalent  of  tlie  notifiable  diseases.  This 
disease  appears  to  be  becoming  increasingly  common  all  over  the  country  but  the 
picture  is  confused  because  two  conditions  due  to  different  viruses  and  which 
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are  predominantly  transmitted  in  different  ways  are  clinically  indistinguish- 
a.ble.  In  many  parts  of  tlie  coimtry  hepatitis  has  only  been  notifiable  for  a 
short  time.  Tlie  discovei^’’  of  an  antigen  related  to  one  of  the  virus  which 
cause  hepatitis  has  stimulated  a great  dead  of  research,  and  there  is  hope 
that  witlain  the  next  f evr  years  tests  and  techniques  will  be  developed  wliich 
will  facilitate  better  control  of  tliese  infections.  Ilethods  of  control 
applicable  to  other  infectious  diseases  are  relatively'’  ineffective  because 
many  people  experience  mild  forms  of  ’Uie  disease  wi’thout  developing  the 
jaundice  upon  which  its  recognition  so  largely  depends.  The  long  incubation 
period  contributes  to  ’the  difficul’ty  in  tracing  tlie  spread  of  infection. 

Influenza  is  ’tlie  infection  which  is  most  difficult  to  control  and  which 
causes  the  most  economic  and  social  havoc.  It  is  not  notifiable.  We  loiow, 
however,  tliat  a new  strain  of  influenza  virus  A wliich  was  first  recognised  in 
Hong  Kong  was  ’tlie  cause  of  ’the  epidemic  which  affected  the  towi  in  1969, 
causing  a small  wave  of  disease  in  ’blie  winter  of  1966-9  and  a much  larger 
outbrealc  in  ’the  winter  of  1969-70.  Barton  was,  howe'/er,  less  seriously  hit 
by  these  epidemics  than  were  ’blie  larger  cities  where  ’tlie  higher  density  of 
population  and  frequency  of  close  contact  of  corai’juters  in  crowded  public 
transport  facilitated  rapid  spread  of  infection. 

As  human  populations  increase  and  as  more  people  travel  about  ’the  \>rorld 
by  air  the  rapidity  with  which  influenza  spreads  will  continue  to  increase, 
and  ’the  time  available  from  ’the  appearance  of  a new  strain  of  viius  before  it 
is  widely  disseriiinated  will  become  less.  It  is  unlilcely,  ’therefore,  ’that 
’there  will  be  tiiiie  to  develop,  test,  and  use  new  vaccines  on  a scale  sufficient 
to  prevent  epidemics.  On  tliis  occasion,  however,  there  was  time  before  the 
second  wave  of  ’the  epidemic  to  malce  limited  supplies  of  vaccine  available  for 
the  protection  of  key  personnel  in  the  public  services,  and  those  nurses  and 
ambulance  personnel  who  agreed  to  this  were  vaccinated.  The  closure  of  ’the 
schools  for  the  Christmas  vacation  coincided  wi’th  ’tlie  beginning  of  ’the  second 
and  larger  wave  of  ’the  epideiiiic  and  doubtless  played  a part  in  slowing  it  do\m. 
Consequently,  the  epidemic  was  slower  in  developing  ’than  might  otherwise  have 
been  the  case,  and  at  no  time  was  so  high  a proportion  of  the  staff  ill 
concurrently  as  to  seriously  iimpair  our  services. 

During  1969  tlie  number  of  habitable  houses  in  the  town  increased  by  a 
further  70.  Progress  with  "the  new  housing  estate  on  Caistor  Road  was  slower

than  had  been  anticipated,  and  the  number  of  council  houses  completed  was 
oiiLv  slightly  moi’e  than  the  nmber  of  private  houses  built  in  the  year. 
Extension  of  the  paper  sack  scheme  enabled  the  refuse  collection  service  to 
cope  adequately  mth  the  resulting  additional  work,  and  to  maintain  the 
weelcly  collection  service.  In  the  winter  months  tliere  were  many  occasions 
when  the  lower  parts  of  the  town  were  enveloped  in  a visible  haze  of  smoke 
from  domestic  chij.meys.  In  contrast  with  the  fumes  from  the  chemical  works 
which  are  sparse  and  emitted  at  so  high  an  altitude  as  to  be  unlilcely  to 
affect  the  town,  smoke  from  the  chimneys  of  low  cot'bages  and  bungalows  is 
carried  down  to  ground  level  by  eddies  in  the  wind.  Visual  observation 
suggests  that  domestic  smoke  pollution  is  gradually  increasing  in  Barton. 

The  water  supplied  1:^  the  Uorth  Lindsey  Water  Board  was  of  excellent 
quality  throughout  the  year.  Clilorination  proved  adequate,  and  although 
there  were  two  periods  in  the  year  when  slight  bacterial  pollution  affected 
the  raw  water  at  the  boreholes  no  coliform  organisms  were  detected  in  the 
treated  water  at  these  times.  Tlie  one  "suspicious”  sample  of  treated  water 
was  tal^en  at  a time  when  the  raw  \irater  was  satisfactory] 

Tne  only  form  of  environmental  pollution  which  did  give  rise  to  comment 
during  the  year  was  the  unsightly  expanse  of  old  polythene  bags  i/hich  have 
been  tipped  on  the  site  of  a derelict  bricl^yard.  The  tipping  of  such  material, 
which  will  never  rot,  is  undesirable.  It  is  understood  that  tlie  firm  concerned 
is  proposing  to  install  an  incinerator  to  destroy  plastic  wastes  in  future, 
and  that  they  intend  to  tidy  up  and  reclaim  the  area  in  question,

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GENERAL  INFORliATIQN 


Barton-on-Humber  is  a market  town  vdth  a population  of  6,720.  It  is 
situated  on  the  edge  of  the  Lincolnshire  Wolds,  facing  on  to  tho  Humber 
estuary.  There  axe  a number  of  small  industries  mostly  established  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  town  hy  the  Humber  banlc.

The  town  is  served  by  general  and  infectious  disease  hospitals  at 
Grimisby  and  Scunthorpe,  maternity  hospitals  and  geriatric  hospitals  at 
Scunthorpe,  Grimsby  and  Brigg,  and  by  mental  hospitals  at  Lincoln.

During  1969,  35  houses  were  made  fit  for  human  habitation  or  had 
defects  remedied  either  1:^  formal  or  informal  action  and  2 houses  were 
made  subject  to  closing  orders.  Applications  for  23  improvement  grants 
were  approved. 

All  food  premises  and  factories  in  the  district  were  again  inspected 
and  90  defects  were  reLiedied  by  informal  action,  a substantial  increase  on 
the  previous  year’s  total,  which  together  with  the  remedying  of  35  defects 
in  preiiiises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Sliops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
indicates  the  attention  being  paid  to  tiiis  field  of  activity  by  l£r.  Frencli. 

A 100%  meat  inspection  service  was  again  maintained  througliout  the  year. 

The  volume  of  refuse  to  be  collected  and  disposed  of  each  year  is 
increased  by  a number  of  changing  circumstances.  Tlie  addition  of  new 
dwelling  houses  makes  an  obvious  difference  but  a more  insidious  change 
is  brought  about  by  higher  living  standards  which  in  recent  years  have 
enabled  a wider  range  of  consumer  goods  to  reach  an  increasing  market, 
by  the  unprecedented  use  of  packaging  materials  and  by  the  introduction 
of  throw  away  containers  for  a number  of  products  wliich  were  previously 
sold  in  returnable  bottles  or  jars. 

An  indication  of  tliis  developing’  situation  so  far  as  Barton-upon- 
Humber  is  concerned  can  be  found  in  the  size  of  the  tovm’s  refuse  collection 
vehicle.  Up  to  1953  a 10  cubic  yard  container  was  used.  Between  1953  and 
1969  a 24  cubic  yard  lorry  was  operated  and  tlie  new  veliicle  purchased  by 
the  Council  last  year  provided  35  cubic  yards  capacity. 

In  the  face  of  this  growing  problem  the  maintenance  of  a weeUcty 
collection  of  refuse  for  the  11th  successive  year  emphasises  the  value  of 
tlie  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  in  providing  an  efficient  means  of 
collection  and  the  efforts  of  the  worbnen  who  continue  to  provide  tliis 
vital  service  to  public  healtli  in  all  conditions  of  weather. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  ny  appreciation  of  tlie  courteous 
service  given  to  the  public  and  the  sheer  hard  work  done  by  iir.  French  and 
I'irs.  Robertson  throughout  tiie  year  and  by  lirs.  Cox  since  her  appointment  in 
April.
